and the world, and in violation of the prinei- 
ples of natural justice, of righteous govern 
ment, andof the christian religion, nearly 
one sixth part of this nation are held in bon- 
dage by their fellow countrymen; and where- 
as we regard slavery as destructive to the 
prosperity, peace, union 1 ltberties of the 
entire country and of the several states, and 
believe that alone can exalt 
this nation, that the command of Jehovah, 
to “execute judgment,” and by righteous

Now this is a gloomy picture of the moral and 
intellectual condition of Africa. But Governor 
Pinney, having witnessed the effects of Ameri- 
can christianity on similar institutions in our 
own country for the two hundred years past, 
hopes, by establishing a few colonies of the same 
kind on the coast of Africa, it will purge out 
the invincible habit of enslaving mankind 
\brough the whole continent. By what I could 
gather, he seemed at first to prefer white mis- 
sionaries ; but said the climate was unhealthy— 
20 European can live there—missionaries all 
die who attempt it, in a period of from six weeks 
to six years, The average life of a missionary 
38 one year; and all the missionaries desnair of 
doing any thing in Africa. Of two hundred and 


fifly missionaries, who he said offered to the 


Boerd in a given time, to be sent into all parts, 


of the world, but one could be persuaded to go 
to Africa, and he died in six weeks after his ar-. 
rival. And the Gov. again asks, who will go 
'o Africa? It gives him pleasure, he says, to 
contemplate the providence of God in bringing 
the colored people here to be prepared for that 
steat work. Two hundred thousand enlighten- 
ed christian negroes in the United States, are 
how ready at hand, prepared for the great work 
of building up the kingdom of Christ in benight- 
ed Africa ; and why should not the negroes go? 
(I do not profess to quote the governor’s lan- 
Buage in all cases, but only his ideas as I un- 
derstand him.) But the speaker forgot to tell 
his audience whether the negroes who go from 
this country to Africa die or not. All were lefi
